921, in the presence of 


The Supreme Test. 


Dr. von Simons’s hemarkable speech at 
Tuesday's meeting of the London Con- 
ference proves that the war has taught his 

nothing. They are still blatantly 
‘ignomnt of the psychology of other 
s and persist, now as ever, in 
doing the wrong thing at the wrong time. 
The German Foreign Minister came to 
London with a very definite purpose, which 
he succeedec’ in defeating hopelessly before 
he had been twenty-four hours on British 
soil. That purpose was to obtain easier 
terms for his country either by convincing 
the Allies that their Paris conditions were 
impracticable, or; if. that failed, by driving 
a wedge between Britain and Italy on the 
one hand and France on the other. His 
task was not impossible. Many sensible 
men among the Allies disagreed with the 
Paris decisions on the ground of the 
economic dangers which they involved; 
and, had the German delegates come 
forward in good faith with reasonable 
counter-proposals, neither Mr. Lloyd 
George nor Count Sforza, at any rate, 
would have refused to give them careful 
study. Unfortunately for all parties, hew- 
ever, the Germans were true to their 
worst traditions. Their much-advertised 
counter-proposals are so fantastic that 
the most moderate men have been forced 
into the extremists’ camp. A serious 
crisis has been precipitated and the Allied 


the. measures which must be applied to 
bring the Germans into touch with the 
realities of thé situation. Dr. von Simons 
will be informed of ne, gym to-day. 

The Paris decisions Gre well known. 
They demanded a total payment by Ger- 
many of £11,300,000,000, spread over a 
period of forty-two years, and, in addition, 
the levy of an ad valorem tax of 12 
pen. cent. on all her exports during the 
same period. They offered her a discount 
of 8 per cent. for the first two years, in case 
that she should wish to increase the amount 
of her annuities in order to reduce her 
subsequent debt. Dr. von Simons’s counter- 
propgsals are based on these figures. He 
announces coolly that the present worth 
of £11,300,000,000, 
‘per cent. is £2,500,000,000. He pro- 
ceeds to argue that; by the surrender 
of ships, coal, dyes, etc., Germany has 
paid already £1,000,000,000. ‘Therefore, 
she really owes the Allies £1,500,000,000. |

national loans, the first of which would 
amount to £400,000,000, to be issued at | 
once, free of tax in all countries.

1926 with a total liability of £850,000,000. 
New arrangements for thé whole of this 
balance—on which, in the meanwhile, Ger- 
many is willing to pay interest at 5 
per cent.—must be made in 1926, with a 
view to its discharge within thirty years, 
and the whole proposal will hold good only 
if Upper Silesia remains in Germany s 
hands and if world commerce is freed from 
all its present restrictions. The funda- 
mental fallacy of this astonishing arith- 
metic lies in the application of an 8 
per cent. discount to the whole indemnity. 
The correct. rate, of course, is 5 per cent., 
and the present value is not £2,500,000,000, 
but almost exactly £5,000,000,000. More- 
over, the Germans have not paid 
£1,000,000,000, but about £400,000,000, and 
the actuarial value of their liability is not, 
as Dr. von Simons asserts, £1,500,000,000, 
but £4,600,000,000—a sum which, if must 
be remembered, does not include a{penny 
of the export tax. 

Unless the Germans are prepared to 
cut their diplomatic losses and bring 
forward . fresh proposals which bear 
some relation to reality, coercive measures 
seem to be inevitable. No sensible Briton 
wants Germany. to be invaded. He has 
had enough of war, but what is the alter- 
native? If the Germans, two years after 
the Armistice, succeed in riding roughshod 
over the Allies and scattering the clauses 
of the Peace Treaty to the winds, what 
will they do ten or twenty years hence? 
Tí they can evade refiaration, they can evade 
disarmament and. recover their military 
strength as they recovered it after Jena. 
Dr. von Simons’s counter-proposals have 
been designed merely as a test of Allied 
solidarity. Germany is able and ready to 
make reasonable reparation, but not until 
the Allies prove to‘ her complete satisfac- 
tion that they are prepared to go to any 
lengths to enforce obedience. To-day 
the Germans, will discover that the sanc- 
tions upon Which the Allies agreed at 
Paris will be applied, if necessary, to the 
very limit. Two of these are calculated to 
crush Germany completely. The economic 
separation of the left bank from tie right 
bank of the Rhine will disintegrate the 
Reich for all time, while the occupation 
of Mannheim, Frankfurt, Hamburg, and 
the Ruhr valley will close Germany's 
career as a great commercial Power. If 
Dr, von Simons persists in his attitude of 
Tuesday, the Allies must act firmly and 
at once. The supreme test of their unity 
is about to be made. If they do not 
emerge from if in triumph, they may well 
despair. 


Lord French’s Tribute. 


Irishmen of all parties—even Repub- 
licans—must agree in crediting the Viceroy 
with three things. These are his military 
achievement, which in happier times will 
be a source of national pride; his simple 
and genuine patriotism; his loyalty to his 
past and present comrades in the service 
of the King. We do not think so badly 
of Simn Fein as to suppose that it does 
not respect the virtues of patriotism and 
loyalty even when these are fostered by 
other principles than its own. 
at Belfast, Viscount French advocated the 
claims of ex-Service men, and took an oppor- 
tunity to defend the ‘Crown’ 8 forces in 
Ireland against thoughtless or malignant 
criticism. Himself a soldier, he made one 
point which the layman is apt to ignore. 
When gallant soldiers and policemen are. 
vilified by newspapers or in Parliament 
it is often our own wounded feelings that’ 
make us angry. Lord French reminds us 
that the King’s uniform covers human 
hearts, and that these unfair attacks hurt 
and dishearten men who are risking their 
lives daily in the public interest. He does 
not deny that acts of indiscipline have 
been committed during the present war- 
fare in Ireland, but he is indignant that 
they should be made a general charge | x 
against either police or soldiers. Such 
acts have the worst effects. They must be 
discouraged by the sternest means, and, as 
the Chief Secretary told Rarliament on 
Tuesday, the Irish Government intends to 
take all: necessary measures to this end. 
No censure can be too severe, however, for 
y | the criticism which, in the first place, re- 
fuses to recognise that the Crown's forces

Miners’ Income Tax. 


As a class the miners are, without doubt, 
the mast selfish section of the’ yommunity. 
They demand high wages, shéct hours, 
cheap houses, free fuel, and frea feaths, 
but it is only under pressure thi, they 
will make even a small contribu “on to 
the upkeep of the State. 
miners of South Wales declared war upon 
the incéme tax. They treated the collectors’ 


demand with contempt and refused to pay 
a single farthing, although some of them 
earned as much as £800 in the course of 
the twelve months. The collectors, how- 
ever, did not hesitate to apply the screw. 
No less than thirty-five thousand sum- 
monses were issuéd in a comparativel 
small. district and the miners were taught 

a sharp lesson. Many of them told tle 
magistrates that they had no money, and 
we do not: doubt that they spoke the truth. 
The average miner is improvident, He is 
accustomed to sguander his money as he 
gets it and has no use for a bank- 
book. These facts are notorious.: Surely 
they indicate that some change in the 
system of collecting income tax is not only 
desirable, but necessary. In the case of 
Government officials and persons - who 
derive their incomes “from certain 
securities, the tax is: deducted at the 
source. Why should the same plan not 
be applied to the miners and some other 
wage-earners? It would ensure a comple‘e 
collection and would save many harassed 
workers a great deal of bother and in- 
convenience.
